Man responsible for more than 650 crimes is released from jail after 18 months 

CALLTHAT 

JUSTICE? 

BRADLEY WERNHAM 



HARLOW MP Robert Halfon 
has called for tougher sen¬ 
tencing for serial offenders 
following the early release of a 
prolific Harlow thief responsi¬ 
ble for more than 650 crimes. 

Burglar Bradley Wernham (21), 
dubbed a one-man crimewave when 
he was jailed in August 2010, 
admitted targeting homes, pubs and 
even a church in Harlow. 

Wernham, formerly of Orchard 
Croft, Harlow, stole around £lm 
worth of property during his six- 
year spree and is believed to have 
been single-handedly responsible 
for a 500 per cent spike in the num-

ber of dwelling burglaries in the 
Chelmsford area alone. 

But just 18 months after being 
sentenced to five years behind bars 
he is now a free man. The time he 
had already spent in jail while on 
remand was taken into account 
when his release date was set. 

This week Mr Halfon has written 
to both Home Secretary Theresa 
May and Justice Secretary Ken 
Clarke expressing his concerns over 
the leniency shown to Wernham. He 
has also tabled an Early Day 


Motion calling on the Government 
to “toughen up” sentencing guide¬ 
lines for career criminals. 

“For far too long our criminal 
justice system has given more rights 
to criminals than to the rights of 
victims and the case of Mr 
Wernham is a classic example,” he 
told the Star. “I am urging the 
Home Secretary for much tougher 
sentencing so thugs get the proper 
time in jail they deserve. 

“We should have just one mes¬ 
sage for individuals like Mr 
Wernham: if you don’t want the 
time, don’t do the crime.” 

Astonishingly, Wemham’s early 
release is not the first time he has 


been shown leniency. In October 
2009 Chelmsford Crown Court 
judge Christopher Ball provoked a 
public outcry when he spared him 
an immediate jail sentence, despite 
the fact he admitted to 662 offe¬ 
nces. 

Instead, he was given a three-year 
community order, ordered to carry 
out 150 hours unpaid work, handed 
the keys to a rent-free flat in 
Chelmsford and enrolled at college 
at the taxpayers’ expense after con¬ 
vincing the judge he had turned 
over a new leaf. 

But the rehabilitation scheme -

the first of its kind in Essex - backfired less 
than three months later when Wernham was 
caught trying to break into a house in 
Witham. 

He was remanded in custody until the sub¬ 
sequent court case in August 2010, at which 
Judge Ball sentenced him to serve five years 
behind bars in order “to protect the public”. 

Jailing him, the judge told Wernham: “I 
took a deliberate and considered risk but you 
got a buzz from committing offences and that 
is the underscoring reason this has failed.”

HARLOW’S congested road net¬ 
work could be in line for a £3.5m 
overhaul following the town’s suc¬ 
cessful bid to become one of the 
UK’s flagship Enterprise Zones. 

The Star understands the South East 
Local Enterprise Partnership is poised to 
hand over the cash to the consortium of 
public and private sector organisations 
behind the EZ bid after receiving £32.5m 
from the Government’s Growing Places 
Fund to deliver its strategic priorities. 

According to a funding application 
submitted to the LEP by Harlow Council, 
Essex County Council and the West 
Essex Alliance, the money would be used 
to upgrade the A414 along Edinburgh 
Way and provide new access routes to the 
two Enterprise Zone sites in London 
Road and Templefields. 

If successful, work could start as early 
as this summer and be complete within a 
year, with ECC taking primary responsi¬ 
bility for the scheme’s delivery in its 
capacity as highways authority. 

Russell Perrin, Harlow Council’s port¬ 
folio holder for resources, said the con¬ 
sortium behind the plans were acutely 
aware of the role improved transport links 
would play in attracting new businesses 
to the town. 

“We are hopeful the South East LEP 
will recognise the strength of this 
bid, which we believe is a convincing 
one,” he said. 

“The Enterprise Zone is the key to 
unlocking up to 5,000 new jobs, and a 
multi-million pound upgrade to the roads 
around this area will show just how seri¬ 
ous Harlow is about business. 

“The town is already in a great loca¬ 
tion, close to the motorway network with 
a fast rail connection to London and easy 
access to an airport. 

“Harlow Council was key in success¬ 
fully lobbying to make the A414 a dual 
carriageway from junction seven of the 
Mil into Harlow, and making 
travel around the town itself as easy as 
possible is the next step in making us a 
really attractive place to do business.”

Rare disease has left 
me in constant pain

A HARLOW man suffering from 
an extremely rare medical 
condition wants to raise public 
awareness about it ahead of Rare 
Disease Day on February 29. 

Up until six years ago the only ailment 
Darren Taylor, of Parsonage Leys, 
suffered with was mild asthma. But 
after having an allergic reaction to a 
steroid injection, the 40-year-old 
developed a series of problems 
including Dercum’s Disease. 

“Dercum’s is basically where you 
develop multiple internal lumps all over 
your body,” said Darren. “Due to the 
pressure they cause on the body the 
lumps are extremely painful and can 
make it very difficult to go about 
everyday life. 

“However, other than surgical removal 


which is a short-term fix or taking 
strong painkillers, there is currently no 
way of treating the condition.” 

Darren, who has had 73 lumps removed 
since his diagnosis, said one of the 
problems is the lack of funding into 
research to find a cure. 

“As far as I know there is no research 
being conducted into the disease in the 
UK and only one American doctor who 
specialises in it,” he said. 

“Most British doctors won’t have even 
heard of Dercum’s. It took a lot of 
persistence for me to finally have the 
disease recognised. 

“The problem is that with so few 
people suffering from it they aren’t 
willing to invest any money into 
research. It is extremely frustrating and 
I am hoping that by raising awareness I 
can at least get the NHS to 
acknowledge the disease.” 

He added: “The hardest thing about 


suffering from a rare illness is not 
having anyone who knows what you are 
going through to support you. 

“Because the lumps are inside, people 
think I look healthy enough but don’t 
appreciate the constant pain I am in. It 
can really get you down.” 

Darren hopes that by speaking publicly 
about his condition ahead of Rare 
Disease Day he will be able to focus 
more attention on it. 

“My whole life has been turned upside 
down since being diagnosed,” he said. 

“I only hope that by supporting Rare 
Disease Day I can make more people 
aware of this condition and help them 
understand the impact it has on people’s 
lives.”

Staff fuiy at break 
up of printing firm

SCORES of furious workers face a fight 
for unpaid wages following the sudden 
closure of a Harlow printing company. 

More than 40 staff at Blue Printing Group in 
Templefields were sent home on January 31 
after company bosses told them they could no 
longer afford to pay their wages. 

The firm officially went into administration 
this week and the delay has left employees, who 
have not been paid since December, unable to 
claim redundancy or unpaid wages. 

It also remains unclear whether Blue Group, 
which had an annual turnover of £16m, had 
been making national insurance contributions 
on behalf of their workers. 

Some staff have been unable to claim 
Jobseeker’s Allowance as a result and the prob¬ 
lem has been acknowledged by the company’s 
administrators, Harrisons. 

One employee, who asked not to be named, 
said staff had been told a dispute with the pre¬ 
vious owner of a business recently acquired by 
the company had resulted in assets being 
frozen. 

“We were all called to a meeting on January 
31 and told that some kind of dispute had led to 
a cashflow problem,” she said. “We were told 
not to worry, that all wages would be paid and 
that machinery was being sold off to cover the 
costs, but nothing has ever materialised.” 

Another employee said she was owed over 
£1,000. “For some people this was their only 
source of income and they have literally just 
been left high and dry,” she said. “They may 
have finally gone into administration but it 
could take weeks or even months for us to 
receive any money. 

“It is absolutely disgusting that they are get¬ 
ting away with treating people like this while 
being allowed to continue trading elsewhere.” 

The printing firm cut a total of 160 jobs 
across its three plants, with both Harlow and 
Mitcham going into administration. However, 
the firm’s site at Shoeburyness has continued to 
trade under the name of Essex Web Offset. 

Tony Murphy from administrators Harrisons 
said the case was being treated as a “break-up” 
situation. “Unfortunately there are no buyers 
for the business so it is a break-up only situation 
where the sites will be closed,” he said. 

“Around 160 employees have now gone and 
we are in the process of writing to them regard¬ 
ing redundancy.”

Your rights as 
a co-habitee 
following the 
breakdown of 
a relationship 

THE law about housing rights and 
relationship breakdown is complex. This 
article covers some of the rights of co¬ 
habiting couples living in rented 
property but does not cover 
relationship breakdown caused by 
domestic violence. 

Married couples and couples in civil 
partnerships normally have more rights 
than co-habitees. 

If you are having relationship problems 
and your co-habiting partner asks you 
to move out, there are both short and 
long-term measures you can take to 
resolve your housing problems. Seek 
advice from a specialist adviser or 
solicitor before making any decisions. 

If you are living in rented 
accommodation and your partner is the 
sole tenant, you are probably a licensee 
who is entitled to remain only as long 
as the tenant gives permission. If your 
partner, who is the sole tenant, asks 
you to move out, you may have a short¬ 
term solution to remain in the property 
by applying for an Occupation Order. 
Usually an Occupation Order will allow 
you to remain in the property for about 
six months and it can be renewed for a 
further six months. There are several 
circumstances, which the court must 
take into consideration prior to making 
an Occupation Order. 

Your long-term housing options include 
renting another property in the private 
sector and registering on the council's 
choice-based letting scheme. However, 
if you have a child who resides with you 
in your partner's sole tenancy, you can 
ask the court to transfer the tenancy 
into your name. 

If your name is on the tenancy as a 
joint tenant then you have property 
rights and you should continue to 
reside in the property even if your 
partner asks you to move out. You can 
ask the court to transfer the tenancy 
into your sole name. 

You will also need to be aware that if, 
prior to your application to the court 
for the transfer of the tenancy, your 
partner gives the landlord a notice to 
quit, then this effectively ends the 
tenancy for you and your partner. 

To prevent your partner from giving the 
landlord a notice to quit, you can apply 
for an injunction at the county court 
forbidding him or her from doing so.

Police blast Ml 1 drivers for

DRIVERS have been reminded of the 
dangers of using the motorway hard 
shoulder following two crashes on the 
Mil.

“If the signs tell you to drive at 
50mph it is for a reason,” he said. “It’s 
certainly not an indication for you to 
drive at 1 OOmph and narrowly avoid 
hitting police officers in the carriage¬ 
way.”

A TEACHER fighting for equal rights 
between separated parents is urging 
more people to back his online cam¬ 
paign. 

An e-petition started by Colin Riches - who 
has taught science at both Passmores and Burnt 
Mill schools - on the Government’s website has 
so far received over 750 signatures. 

Father-of-one Mr Riches, of Temple Meads, 
Roydon, argues that the law should protect chil¬ 
dren’s relationships with both parents and needs 
to show children that both their parents are 
treated equally. 

He started his campaign in protest at a 
court’s decision to restrict access to his young 
daughter, now aged three, after he split up with 
his partner. 

This week he said he was determined to keep 
fighting until the petition gains the 100,000 sig¬ 
natures needed for a debate in the House of 
Commons. 

“Things are simply not right at the moment,” 
said Mr Riches. “When there is a relationship 
break-up children are still usually put with the 
mother and then it is up to the father to prove he 
is a fit parent and fight for any access, let alone 
equal. 

“We are essentially considered guilty until 
proven innocent which is not fair on either the 
dad or the children.” 

Having already received the support of sev¬ 
eral MPs including Harlow MP Robert Halfon, 
Mr Riches is making a renewed appeal to the 
public to help him get the system changed. 

“For so many years women quite rightly

fought for equal rights but now it seems it is the 
men’s turn,” he said. “It is long overdue for 
fathers to have equal rights to their children 
unless there is good reason not to and I am urg¬ 
ing as many people as possible to support this 
campaign. 

“Kids need their father in their lives as much 
as their mother and we should by now have a 
family law system that supports this.”

Reform 'will 
deny justice 
to hundreds' 

HUNDREDS of victims of 
clinical negligence could be 
denied justice if the Govern¬ 
ment presses ahead with its 
controversial plans to slash 
legal aid funding, a Harlow 
law firm has warned. 

Attwaters, based in West Gate, 
claims the shake-up will leave vul¬ 
nerable claimants without recourse 
to the law as solicitors would be 
less likely to take on cases on a no- 
win, no-fee basis because of pro¬ 
posed new restrictions on their 
success fees. 

Clinical negligence expert 
David Kerry, a partner in the firm, 
said ministers needed to rethink 
the plans. 

“We and many firms around the 
country are concerned that with¬ 
drawal of Legal Aid from clinical 
negligence claimants will deny 
justice to people who have suf¬ 
fered pain and financial loss 
through instances of negligence by 
medical professionals,” he said. 

“For many the only option will

“The result may be reluctance 
by some solicitors to accept com¬ 
plex cases, in effect leaving vul¬ 
nerable people without recourse to 
the law.

Fundamental change to 
council's housing policy 


SIR, The current debates surrounding council housing 
in Harlow and the future of important local services 
such as Harlow Museum, Pets’ Corner and the Parndon 
Wood Nature Reserve are polarised but they are not 
mutually exclusive. 

The concept of providing local authority social housing 
in Harlow has played a major and very proud role in 
the lives of residents over many decades. However, 
under current proposals, Harlow Council wants to 
create at least two levels of council housing tenure: 
secure tenancies and fixed-term tenancies of five years 
or less. 

This fixed-term tenancy option, together with the lack 
of affordable council housing, will undoubtedly affect 
and restrict the younger generation’s opportunities to 
set up their family homes in Harlow. Do the residents of 
Harlow want this fundamental change to council 
housing policy? 

Unfortunately, due to strict timeframes set up by the 
Government under the Localism Act, the council has to 
produce a formal tenancy strategy policy document by 
early next year, with a formal draft document by this 
July - giving residents no opportunity to be consulted 


on these changes to council housing policy. 

In my view the council should abide by the housing 
options appraisal result in 2003 where tenants decided 
overwhelmingly that there should be no ideological 
change to council housing policy in Harlow, thereby 
giving the young the same opportunities of securing 
affordable council housing that I was afforded some 26 
years ago. 

The provision of local amenities such as the museum, 
Pets’ Corner and Parndon Wood Nature Reserve are, 
and should remain, important and valued resident 
services provided by council. It claims it has no money 
to support these services and the involvement of 
voluntary and private sector organisations would 
improve and develop them, but I have not seen any 
conclusive evidence to support that view. 

Would the position be radically changed if the council 
had not decided to write off for the current financial 
year £130,000 in rent arrears while also increasing the 
average rent by 7.3 per cent as well as £209,000 in 
council tax arrears? The answer is no.

SIR, This is a warning to residents of 
Church Langley - tree and hedge 
vandals are on the loose. 

After consultation with the council, 
the green at Fenton Grange was at 
great expense carefully planted up 
with specialist and carefully chosen 
perimeter hedges, trees and a central 
shrubbery. 

This planting scheme was agreed with 
the residents and over the last 18 
months or so has reached a very 
beautiful and satisfactory maturity. 

The perimeter hedge functioned as a 
barrier to prevent young children 
running into the road on a bend where 
cars travel too fast. It also was 
aesthetically pleasing, provided refuge 


and nesting site for birds and screened 
the road from the green. 

Being on the outside of a concave 
bend, the perimeter hedge in no way 
restricted the view of the roadway to 
left or right. That’s done by the odd 
cars or van parked on the bend on the 
pavement, which neither police or 
council seems willing to do anything 
about. 

After many years of careful tending 
vandals are, as I write, needlessly 
attacking the perimeter hedge and 
have decimated it to ground level.

Cute chameleon 


EAGLE-eyed researchers believe they 
may have discovered the world's smallest 
chameleon while exploring a remote island 
off the coast of east Africa. 

The tiny lizard - named Brookesia micra - 
is so small it can stand on a match head! 
It is one of four new species 
spotted by a team of German 
scientists conducting field 
research in Madagascar. 

They went out late at night 
with torches and headlamps to 
search for the unusual 
creatures, which hide under 
leaves during the day and climb 
up trees when it gets dark. 

Team leader Dr Frank Glaw told reporters 
that the dwarf reptile, which only grows 
to a maximum length of 3cm, may have 
evolved to be so little because of the 
limited space on its island habitat. 

"It is possible that the big island of 


Madagascar has produced the general 
group of dwarf chameleons and the very 
small island has produced the tiny 


species," he said. 

"They mostly live in the leaf litter in 
the day, but at night they climb up and 
then you can spot them." 

The researchers are now calling 
for more conservation work to 
carried out to help the 
species survive, which they 
say are threatened by 
trees being cut down.

T HE word ‘epic’ is probably 
overused these days. Most of 
the time the context in which 
it’s used lacks the gravitas that it 
deserves. 

Step into the world of the CLS63 
AMG, though, and you remember 
what the word is there for. 

For a start it’s just about five metres 
long and, fitted with AMG wheels 
and body styling, it’s a beast. Yes, the 
saloon boot is huge and, yes, it’s a 
practical and safe Mercedes, but there 
are more than a few exterior touches 
that really get the juices flowing. 

The AMG division has always prided 
itself on making its cars sound 
incredible. The 6.2-litre naturally- 
aspirated V8 engine, one of the best¬ 
sounding engines ever made and still 
available in the C63 AMG and SLS 
AMG, has been replaced by a 5.5- 
litre twin-turbocharged unit. 

It’s technically for the sake of 
emissions and fuel economy, both of 
which have been improved a lot by 
the switch, but the bottom line when 
you tick the option box marked AMG 
Performance Package is that power 
stands at 550bhp - enough to give the 
CLS monumental shove. 

The noise is equally amazing. Inside 
the car the occupants hear a muted

V8 rumble. But anyone outside it - 
especially behind it - is treated to a 
thunderously loud, effortlessly deep 
and gloriously exciting cacophony 
from the exhausts, punctuated by 
pops and crackles when the driver 
lifts off the throttle. 

The test model had been kitted out 
with an astonishing amount of 
options, some of which make more 
sense than others. The AMG 
Performance package is great but 
expensive at around £6,500, while the 
paint from the special ‘designo’ 
catalogue costs £4,500. It’s lovely, but 
not that different from standard 
metallic to untrained eyes. 

In fact this car, which costs over 
£80,000 to begin with, had a total of 


£26,000 worth of extras, taking the 
final asking price comfortably into 
six figures. It’s really got to justify 
those kinds of numbers, so let’s start 
with performance. 

If you have a disused airfield handy 
the performance is, well, epic. Even 
if the Tarmac is dry, in temperatures 
around freezing the rear wheels will 
spin if you push the throttle hard. 
Keep it pinned and you’ll get violent 
and relentless acceleration, right up 
to a point at Autobahn-only speeds 
where your fear reflexes overtake 
your willpower or you hit the 155mph 
speed limiter. 

Inside the cabin it’s good news for 
whoever wrote the cheque, because 
the build quality and standard of 


materials are outstanding. Almost 
infinitely adjustable heated and 
cooled leather seats are an optional 
extra well worth going for. As far as 
luxurious places to sit go, the CLS63, 
with its leather-trimmed dashboard 
and suede-covered pillars, is up there 
with the finest. 

But amidst all this desperately 
desirable luxury, it’s still a practical 
Mercedes. The COMAND multi- 
media system is among the easiest 
and most enjoyable to use, even if the 
menu tabs look a little dated. 

The ride is generally good, given the 
size of the wheels. It doesn’t like 
sharp bumps like sunken manhole 
covers, but at high speed its not 
inconsiderable weight is controlled 


really very well. Thankfully the 
brakes are also top performers. 

Leg room for rear passengers is as 
abundant as they could wish for this 
side of a long-wheelbase S-Class 
limo. It’s a thoroughly comfortable 
environment to relax in while the 
driver enjoys him or herself. The boot 
will swallow four people’s luggage 
greedily, whether it’s golf clubs or 
suitcases. 

With such a well-equipped car 
packed with options as this one is, 
any shortfalls are obvious. The 
standard stereo unit somehow lacks 
the punch to match the visual and 
accelerative impacts the car makes. 
Better to upgrade to the Harman 
Kardon system, which, with a few 
tweaks among the settings, offers top- 
drawer sound quality. 

Everything about the CLS63 AMG is 
epic. From the way its huge presence 
and (optional) real carbon-fibre body 
detailing grab attention to the noise it 
makes, the gadgets it boasts and the 
sense of absolute quality it purveys, 
there are few more satisfying cars to 
own. No car of this size has any right 
to be this much fun while also being 
classy, prestigious and dignified. 

It’s like a meal at Gordon Ramsey’s 
restaurant at Claridges - very pricey 
with tear-jerkingly expensive add¬ 
ons. But after all is said and done, 
you could never say it’s poor value.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV f so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

He was just six points short of the score 
required to book a place in the GB team for 
the Olympics. 

The Harlow shooter said: “It would have 
been a bonus to have qualified through the 
quota system, but it’s very disappointing. 

“By the halfway stage [three rounds] I had 
dropped seven points. By then it was too 
late.” 


Huckle still has other events to compete 
at, including the World Cup in London in 
April. 

He expects this event to guarantee him an 
Olympic spot. 

Huckle will be competing in the 50m 
three positions (standing, prone and kneel¬ 
ing) and the 10m air rifle events at the World 
Cup. 

He added: “It comes down to me beating 
everybody in Britain in that competition to 
give myself a god chance. It was a blow with 
what happened with the air rifle [in Finland], 
but I am still confident.”

However, on top of having paid the debt he 
also ordered that the football club must foot 
the legal bill run up in the court proceedings 
by HMRC.

Club end threat of winding-up order

SOME people say that 
once the taxman gets a 
sniff of you, he just won’t 
let you go. 

And while Her Majesty’s 
Revenue & Customs 
(HMRC) has attracted 
unwanted attention with 
demands for money its owed 
from high-profile football 
clubs Rangers and 
Portsmouth, it was little 
Harlow Town which has felt 
the full force of its power 
over the last week or so. 

Not only did the club - on the 
verge of bankruptcy just over 
two years ago - have to fork out 
the thousands of pounds it owed 
to avoid its second winding-up 
order in just over three months, 
it suffered another blow as it has 
also been told it must pay 
HMRC’s legal costs as well. 

It comes at a time when the 
Hawks are struggling to regular¬ 
ly get more than 200 through the 
gate for home games, despite 
riding high in Ryman division 
one north this season. 

Money is tight everywhere 
and Harlow could have well 
done without this added burden. 

It meant an unhappy second 
anniversary for Platinum Sports 
Management (PSM), which took 
over the cash-crippled club on 
February 18 2010. 

It is believed the club chair¬ 
man John Barnett stumped up 
£24,000 to settle the latest tax
